Drift to the relief of Kimberley, while

French twice charged through a minor section 
pf the enemy to the north-west of Kimberley. 
The 7imes correspandent at Modder River 
says’ that a day's unavoidable delay in the 
transport arrangements at De Kiet’s Drift 
prevented the British surrounding the whole 
oer force. Magersfontein was only evacuated 
on Thursday evening. The naval gun, worked 
by the British sailors, outranged the Boer gun.

The bulk. cf Cronje's forces crossed the 
Modder River, and proceeded: towards Bloem- 
fontein, in order to. avoid starvation. »The 
British bluejackets worked the naval guns with

kopje, and holding each hill. as longas possible 
to enhble the convoy ta proceed, moved slowly, 
the -animals being ‘dead peat. The convoy 
reached Klipkraal's Drift.” General French, in 
command of a-coliimn 1a,000 strong, on his 
return from the relief of Kimberley, joined 
General -Kelly-Kenny’s force.. General Kelly- 
Kenny's force first attacked the enemy's rear- 
guard with 4,000 waygons at Klip Drift and 
Drieput, where kopjes were held by the enemy. 
A ‘battle ensued, the fighting lasting all day, 
Golonel Knox's brigade, under Major-General 
Lord Kitchener, took part ‘in the engagement 
and distinguished itself, The British casualties 
were few.
